5. Mr Conway—Resolution—That the Standing Orders of this House be 
amended as follows: 


1. Standing Order 34 be amended by adding thereto the following: 


34. (e) If a recorded vote is requested, the division bells shall be lim- 
ited to 5 minutes. 


Standing Order 120(f) be amended by deleting in the first and second lines 
“where the time for a vote in the House is pre-arranged by agreement of all 
parties.” 


Standing Order 120 be amended by adding the following clauses thereto: 


(g) During the ringing of division bells as provided in clause (f), the vote 
may be deferred at the request of any Chief Whip of a recognized 
Party in the House. The Speaker shall then defer the taking of the vote 
to a specified time, but not later than 6.00 o’clock p.m. on the next ses- 
sional day, at which time the bells shall be rung for not more than 5 
minutes. 


(h) Divisions requested on motions to adjourn the House or the debate, 
that the Chairman of a Committee of the Whole House report progress 
and ask for leave to sit again or leave the Chair, and for closure shall 
not be deferred. 


2. Standing Order 31 be deleted and the following substituted therefor: 

31. (a) A petition to the House may be presented at any time during the 

Session by a member filing it with the Clerk of the House or in the manner 

set out in clause (b). 

(b) A member may present a petition from his place in the House during 
routine proceedings under the proceeding ‘Petitions’. The member 
may make a brief statement summarizing the contents of the petition 
and indicating the number of signatures attached thereto. 

(c) Every petition shall: 


(i) be addressed to the Parliament, Legislature or Legislative 
Assembly of Ontario; 


(ii) contain a clear, proper and respectful request that the House take 
some action within its authority; 


(iii) be written, typewritten or printed, without erasures or insertions; 
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(iv) have its request appear at the top of every sheet, if it consists of 
more than one sheet of signatures; and 


(v) contain the names, addresses and original signatures written 
directly on the face of the petition and not pasted thereon or 
otherwise transferred to it. 


(d) Every member presenting a petition shall ensure that the petition con- 
forms with the Standing Orders. 


(e) The signature of every member presenting a petition shall be affixed to 
the petition. 


(f) No debate shall be allowed on the presentation of a petition. 
(g) The period for “‘Petitions”’ shall be limited to 10 minutes. 


(h) Within 8 Sessional days of its presentation, the Government shall file a 
response to a petition with the Clerk of the House and shall provide a 
copy of the response to the member who presented the petition. 


3. Standing Order 26 be deleted and the following substituted therefor: 

26. The Routine Proceedings before the Orders of the Day are as follows:

Standing Order 38 (a) be deleted and the following substituted therefor: 


38. (a) Motions to adjourn the House or the debate may not be moved until 
after the Question Period except upon unanimous consent of the House. 
Such motions do not require notice. 


4. Standing Order 37 be deleted and the following substituted therefor: 


37. (a) In each session, there shall be 8 sessional days to be known as 
Opposition Days. 
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(b) The Opposition Days referred to in clause (a) shall be distributed in 
proportion to the representation of the recognized Opposition Parties in 
the House. 


(c) On the last Sessional day of a week during which the House meets, 
notice, having been given by a member of a recognized Opposition Party, 
shall be printed on the Orders and Notices paper specifying, 


(i) the day in the following week which is to be designated as an 
Opposition Day; and 


(ii) the text of a motion to be debated in the House. 


(d) If more than one notice of an Opposition Day is received, the Speaker 
shall select one for consideration, taking into account the order in which 
they were received. 


(e) A matter to be debated or considered on an Opposition Day shall be 
taken up immediately following Routine Proceedings on such day. 


(f) The Speaker shall apportion the time available for any matter to be 
debated or considered under this Standing Order equally among the recog- 
nized Parties in the House. The time for a reply by the mover of a motion 
under this Standing Order shall be included in the time apportioned to the 
Party of which the mover is a member. 


(g) Debate on a motion shall be limited to one Sessional Day. At 5 minutes 
before the ordinary hour of daily adjournment, the Speaker shall interrupt 
the proceedings and shall put the question without debate. If a recorded 
vote is requested, the division bells shall be limited to 5 minutes. 


(h) No motion under this Standing Order may be for second or third read- 
ing of a Bill. 


(i) No amendment may be made to a motion under this Standing Order. 


(j) Only one Opposition Day may be designated during any week the 
House meets. 


(k) No motion shall be debated on any day on which the Treasurer has 
given notice of his intention to present the Budget. 


(1) No motion under this Standing Order shall be a motion of want of confi- 
dence in the Government. 


5. Standing Order 9 be amended by deleting in the second line “subject to an 
appeal to the House”’. 


Standing Order 19 (c) be deleted and the following substituted therefor: 
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19. (c) A member called to order shall sit down, but may afterwards 
explain. The Speaker shall decide on the case, without debate, and the 
decision of the Speaker shall be final. 


Standing Order 113 be amended in line 3 by deleting the word ““House”’ 
and substituting ‘Speaker’. 


6. Standing Order 48, 49, 50, 51, 52, 53 and 54 be deleted and the following 
substituted therefor: 


48. All main Estimates shall be presented to the House not later than 5 
Sessional days following the presentation of the Budget and shall be 
deemed to be referred to the Standing Committee on Estimates. 


49. The Standing Committee on Estimates shall consider the Estimates and 
report them back to the House no later than the first Thursday in Decem- 
ber of each calendar year. 


50. The Standing Committee on Estimates shall decide in what order and 
how much time shall be devoted to the estimates of each Ministry or 
Office. 


51. All Supplementary Estimates shall be deemed to be referred to the 
Standing Committee on Estimates as they are presented to the House. 


52. (a) The Standing Committee on Estimates shall present one report with 
respect to all of the Estimates and Supplementary Estimates. 


(b) In the event the Committee fails to report the said Estimates on the 
date provided for in Standing Order 49, the Estimates and Supplementary 
Estimates shall be deemed to be passed by the Committee and shall be 
deemed to be reported to the House. 


(c) There shall be an Order for Concurrence placed on the Orders and 
Notices paper for the Estimates as reported from the Committee. A maxi- 
mum of 3 hours shall be allotted for a debate at a later sitting on the Order 
for Concurrence. At the expiration of 3 hours, or when all members who 
wish to take part in the debate have spoken, whichever shall come first, the 
Speaker shall put every question necessary to dispose of the Order for Con- 
currence in Supply. No amendment to any question may be moved; such 
debate shall be in the House with the Speaker in the Chair and subject to 
the normal Standing Orders. 


53. The minister or person answerable for the Estimates considered by the 
Standing Committee on Estimates shall provide each member of the Com- 
mittee and the Clerk of the Committee with advance briefing material 
which shall include such information as growth rates, interim expenditures 
for the previous fiscal year, and an explanation of the programmes and 
funding by particular item. 


54. (a) On the first item of the first vote of each set of Estimates, a repre- 
sentative of each recognized Party may speak for not more than 30 minutes

and the minister or person answerable for the Estimates is allowed not 
more than 30 minutes for a right of reply. Thereafter, the chairman of the 
Standing Committee on Estimates shall ensure that the members adhere 
strictly to the vote and item under consideration and shall apportion the 
remaining time among the recognized Parties on the Committee. 


(b) When the Committee has concluded its consideration of the Estimates 
of a Ministry or Office or the time established by the Committee for the 
consideration of such Estimates has expired, the chairman shall put without 
further amendment or debate every question necessary to dispose of the 
Estimates.

PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


1. Ms Bryden—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, recognizing that 
huge rent increases year after year are constituting a threat to the competi- 
tiveness and survival of retail business in commercial strips serving residen- 
tial neighbourhoods, the Government of Ontario should introduce legisla- 
tion as soon as possible to regulate the rents for such business 
establishments in order to provide those businesses with protection from 
gouging landlords comparable to the protection given to tenants of residen- 
tial rental premises under the Residential Rent Regulation Act, 1986. 
April 27, 1989. 


2. Ms Bryden—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 
that part-time workers in both the public and private sector are discrimin- 
ated against by the denial of many benefits and rights provided to other 
workers in the same establishment, a charter of rights for part-time workers 
should be added to both the Employment Standards Act and the Labour 
Relations Act to provide pro rata benefits and collective bargaining rights 
to such workers and that they be made eligible for severance pay and 
retraining and readjustment programs provided for other workers dis- 
placed by technological change in the same establishment. April 27, 1989. 


8. Mr Brandt—Motion of Censure—That this House has lost confidence in the 
Minister of the Environment’s capacity to exercise his responsibilities as a 
Minister of the Crown, specifically his duty under the Environmental Pro- 
tection Act to insure the public’s safety from toxic chemicals, as well as his 
duty under the Freedom of Information and Protection of Privacy Act, 1987 
to disclose information regarding a grave environmental, health or safety 
hazard to the public. 
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Therefore, this House: 
1) urges the Minister of the Environment to resign; and 


2) calls on the Premier of Ontario to appoint a public enquiry into his 
government’s failure to insure that the public was fully informed with 
regard to the importation, sale, and use of toxic fuel and the govern- 
ment’s mismanagement of this issue resulting in potential health and 
safety risks to the citizens of Ontario. May 15, 1989. 


10. Mr Harris—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing that 
non-refundable tax credits for political contributions effectively disenfran- 
chise those without taxable incomes from this aspect of the political pro- 
cess; and, acknowledging the unfair treatment the current system affords 
lower-income Ontarians—many of whom are women, seniors, disabled, 
ethnic minorities, farmers and Native Canadians; legislation should be 
amended to provide for refundable tax credits to eliminate existing discrim- 
ination on the basis of income in the financing of Ontario political Parties 
and candidates. May 17, 1989. 


11. Miss Martel—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 
that those directly affected by the government’s attempt to reform workers’ 
compensation—labour groups, injured workers and their advocates—are 
overwhelmingly opposed to Bill 162 and want it scrapped, the Government 
of Ontario should immediately withdraw Bill 162 and begin a real process 
of consultation with the stakeholders to bring in needed progressive reform 
to workers’ compensation in Ontario. May 18, 1989. 


12. Mr Cousens—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 
the negative environmental impact that the proposed East Metro Transpor- 
tation Corridor may have on the Rouge River Valley System, the Govern- 
ment of Ontario and in particular, the Ministry of Transportation, should 
conduct a detailed study, in conjunction with Metro Toronto, the City of 
Scarborough, the Town of Markham, and the Region of York, to deter- 
mine an appropriate East Metro transportation strategy whereby transpor- 
tation needs for the Greater Toronto Area and environmental concerns are 
not mutually exclusive. May 25, 1989. 


13. Mr Johnson (Wellington)—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, 
recognizing the importance of sports fishing to the economic well-being of 
the province, and the need to improve the management and quality of the 
aquatic resources in the Great Lakes fishery; the Government of Ontario 
should implement changes in the regulation and management of the Great 
Lakes fishery to ensure that sport fishing remains viable in Ontario by 
immediately initiating plans to eliminate the use of commercial gill-nets 
and provide assistance to the commercial fishing industry in converting to 
trap nets and by accelerating its fish-stocking program. May 29, 1989. 


14. Mrs Sullivan—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 
that the Government of Canada has initiated a Royal Commission on

Government of Ontario should co-operate to the fullest extent, and should 
encourage participation with the Royal Commission by Ontario institutions 
which are engaged in the delivery of any aspect of reproductive technology 
in considering the social, ethical and legal implications of medical and sci- 
entific developments in this field, and to recommend policies and safe- 
guards to address the issues raised by these developments. May 29, 1989.

(b) When the Committee has concluded its consideration of the Estimates 
of a Ministry or Office or the time established by the Committee for the 
consideration of such Estimates has expired, the chairman shall put without 
further amendment or debate every question necessary to dispose of the 
Estimates.

(v) contain the names, addresses and Original signatures written 
directly on the face of the petition and not pasted thereon or 
otherwise transferred to it. 


(d) Every member presenting a petition shall ensure that the petition con- 
forms with the Standing Orders. 


(e) The signature of every member presenting a petition shall be affixed to 
the petition. 


(f) No debate shall be allowed on the presentation of a petition. 
(g) The period for “Petitions” shall be limited to 10 minutes. 


(h) Within 8 Sessional days of its presentation, the Government shall file a 
response to a petition with the Clerk of the House and shall provide a 
copy of the response to the member who presented the petition.

No amendment to any question may be moved; such 
debate shall be in the House with the Speaker in the Chair and subject to 
the normal Standing Orders.

MOTION OF NON-CONFIDENCE UNDER STANDING ORDER

1. Mr Brandt—Notice—That the Government lacks the confidence of the 
House because of the failure of the Premier to establish and enforce ethical 
standards of conduct for members of his government, including Ministers 
of the Crown and senior appointed officials, because of the questionable 
relationship among members of the government, the Liberal Party of 
Ontario, political appointees and financial supporters, because of the alle- 
gations of favouritism in the awarding of contracts to friends of govern- 
ment, and because of the Premier’s failure to assume full responsibility for 
the actions of those whom he has appointed. June 26, 1989.

1. Ms Bryden—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, recognizing that 
huge rent increases year after year are constituting a threat to the competi-
